The main problem with the new 
policy concerning dogs on 
campus, according to Security 
Chief Clifford Sivil, is that not 
enough people are aware of it. 

The official policy, adopted on 
July first, says briefly that dogs 
on campus must have a license 
and be on a leash at all times. The 
policy also bans dogs from all 
campus buildings and prohibits 
the tethering of dogs on campus. 

This policy was formulated by 
the Environmental Health and 
Safety Committee last year 
because of several incidents of 
dogs attacking people as well as 
disrupting classes. 

Ed Amacker, Environmental 
Health and Safety Officer, 
estimated that there were 15 to 
20 dog bitings on campus last 
year. He maintains that this policy 
is necessary because of the threat 
of rabies, to humans as well as 
dogs. The policy is nearly 
identical to that of U.C. Berkeley 
and other state coilege and 


university campuses. 

Chief Sivil stated that there have 
been no dogs picked up so far this 
year nor has his office received 
any complaints concerning dogs, 
even though there appears to be a 
fairly large number of loose dogs 
on campus. 

“If a dog is making a nuisance of 
himself and we can't locate the 
owner we may be forced to have 
the dog picked up. Primarily we 
want to inform the people of this 
regulation and if necessary, warn 
them of the penalties. We would 
only call the pound to have a dog 
picked up as a last resort.” 

If a dog does get picked up by 
the pound, however, the owner is 
in for financial headache. It will 
cost five dollars to get the dog out 
the first time it’s picked up, ten 
dollars the second time, and 
twenty-five dollars the third time. 
In addition if the dog doesn’t have 
a license it wil! cost eight dollars 
more to get it ou:, four dollars for 
the license jlus a four dollar fine. 









Cal profs claim shabby treatment: 


Somebody getting burned? 


Wednesday, Art Bierman, 
President of the United Professors 
of California (UPC), a 3,000 
member union of State College 
professors discussed the financial 
plight of professors. “California 
professors have been treated more 
shabbily than other occupational 
group in California the past two 
years. We have not received 
cost-of-living increases for two 
years running. In our last meeting 
with Governor Reagan, he refused 
to promise us that he would ask 
for a raise for professors next 
year.” 

Bierman talked about Stat 
College professors’ reaction to this 
unique treatment, saying, “They 
have been patient and civil 
hoping government would rectify 
the salary inequities visited on 
them. But President Nixon's 
freeze of our merit salary 
increases, coming on top of 
Governor Reagan's veto of the 
legislature's 10% cost-of-living 
increase has returned faculty to 
campus this Fall angry, frustrated, 
bitter, and open to new solutions 
to their problems.” 

Bierman continued, “The UPC 
Executive Board and Council has 
met in emergency sessions for 
fourteen hours trying to come up 
with a solution for the faculty. We 
cannot honestly tell them any 
longer that State of Federal 
government will respond to our 
pleas and rectify their lot. For the 
first time, substantial numbers of 








faculty believe that they have no 
alternative except direct, positive 
action. Even the most patient and 
civil persons have a limit beyond 
which they will not tolerate being 
mistreated.” 

**Therefore, the UPC Council 
recommends to the State College 
faculty that collectively they 
should face, responsibly discuss, 
and vote on a strike to begin 
sometime before March |, 1972 
If Governor Reagan does not ask 
for a 15% increase in State College 
wages a his January, 1972, 
budget message, we will 
recommend that they vote in 
favor of a strike.” 

Bierman explained that “The 
eighteen State College local 
| chapters of UPC will be discussing 
this recommendation this Fall 
The UPC Council advises its local 
chapters to coordinate their 
discussions and action with other 
employee groups on their 
campuses. Additionally, UPC 
chapters will be conferring with 
their affiliate labor councils or 
mediation efforts and strike 
sanctions.”

school districts 
throughout Northern California 
inviting both teachers and 
administrators to come and use 
the curriculum guides of study for 
comparison of existing material or 
as a basis for planning new 
courses.

Pomona saith

A bombshell pass attack and a 
stiff defensive squad awaits the 
Sacramento State Hornet football 
team in southern California, 
where the Hornets will take on 
tough Cal Poly Pomona, Saturday, 
September 25. 

The Hornets have been working 
extra hard this week in hopes of 
eliminating all of the kinks, 
cramps and bugs that plagued last 
week’s game with Santa Clara. 

Leading the attack for the 
Pomona team will be quarterback 
Jack Surina, and receivers John 
Wiegmann and Mike Harrison. 
Wiegmann and Harrison were the 
top two pass receivers in the 
California Collegiate Athletic 
Association last year with 
Wiegmann on top, snaring 49 
passes for 641 yards and seven 
touchdowns. 

Surina, a 6-1, 218-pound junior 
from Chico, played only six games 
for Chaffey College last year, but 
fired 79 completions for 1,284 
yards and eight TD’s. 

Working to stifle the Cal Poly 
attack, Coach Ray Clemons has 
moved Michael Herrick from 
defensive wingback to safety with 
James Ortiz going to the vacant 
wing position. “This should add 
speed to the Hornet defense,” said 
Clemons. 

Clemons also stated that Larry 
Crawford, the 220-pound running 
back from Donora, Pa., will start 
at one halfback position, while 
200-pound Donald Lewis of 
McKenleyville, California, will be 
at the other half spot. Crawford 
topped Hornet rushers with 30 
yards gained and Lewis added 23. 


Crawford and Lewis will be 
running into a tough defensive 


line of Cal Poly defenders, 
including: al-CCAA end Bill 
Patrick, Dave Long, Anthony 


Surina and Brian Kelly. 

Already injuries have stung the 
Hornets as Clemons reports Mike 
Fowler, a 200-pound junior who 
opened as left halfback last week, 
broke his right foot in practice 
Wednesday and will be sidelined 
at least four weeks. Also in 
Wednesday’s workout, defensive 
back Stan McConnel sprained his 
knee and will miss Saturday's trip 
to Pomona. Filling in for 
McConnel will be Eddie Perkins. 

Cal Poly, 5-5 last year, defeated 
Southern Utah State, 9-7 in the 
season opener last week. Jim 
Duffy grounded out 118 yards on 

2 carries to pace the Broncos’ 
attack, and quarterback Surina 
threw 11 completions for 139 
yards and one TD. Poly leads the 


series with Sacramento, 6-5, 
having beaten the Hornéts in 
1970, 19-14.
